Cotton Crop 
Forecast Is 
Million Bales 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Agriculture 
Department esti- 


mated today Arkansas' 1970 cot- 
ton crop at 478 pounds per acre 
and 1,075,000 bales. 


The nation's cotton crop was 


estimated at 10,270,100 bales, 2.6 
per cent more than last year but 
1.5 per cent less than forecast in 
November. 


In November, the crop esti- 


mate was for 10,428,900 bales. 
Prospects for this year's crop 
have declined steadily from last 
summer. 


In August, when the first esti- 


mate was made, the Crop Re- 
porting Board said a yield of 
nearly 11.1 million bales could 
be expected.

Shippers Lose 
Decision in 
High Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's freight shippers were 
blocked today by the Supreme 
Court from challenging a $440- 
million rate increase in federal 
court. 


The decision raising the block 


was produced by a 4-4 split of 
eight justices after Justice Wil- 
liam 0. Douglas dropped out of 
the case. He gave no explana- 
tion. 


The case had loomed as a ma- 


jor test of whether previously 
closed doors of federal courts 
would he opened to businessmen 
and 
individuals who believe 


they haven't been treated prop- 
erly by government agencies. 


The 3 to 10 per cent freight 


rate increase, an 
across-the- 


board hike, has been authorized 
by the Interstate 
Commerce 


Commission as just and reason- 
able. 


Two other federal courts to 


which the shippers brought their 
complaint have ruled they must 
first plead their cases before the 
ICC. Since 4-4 decisions by the 
Supreme Court serve to affirm 
the judgment being appealed 
the shippers now will have to 
limit their attack to an ICC 
pleading. 


Electric, power and gas com- 


panies which use bituminous 
coal as well as officials of 11 
states concerned with increases 
in grain and feed rates attacked 
the increase. They claimed it 
was unjustified and that the ICC 
had failed to investigate proper- 
ly the effect on consumers. 


The Justice Department sup- 


ported the appeal to the Su- 
preme Court.

Acknowledging 
department 


shortcomings in carrying out 
the President's mandate that it 
take charge of U.S. government 
activities abroad, the diplomat- 
reformers portrayed the depart- 
ment as all too cautious, stand- 
pat, and parochial. 


"The traditional mode of re- 


flection and detachment culti- 
vated by diplomats trained in

"must be reinforced by a more 
dynamic and aggressive style if 
the department is to play the 
role which the President ex- 
pects of it."

Social Security 
Efforts fo 
Go Down Drain

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate Finance Committee is 
wrapping up work on its amend- 
ment-laden Social Security bill 
but indications are much of the 
effort will go down the drain. 


The panel has been struggling 


with welfare and Social Security 
aspects of the legislation since 
April and, in a series of votes 
starting in September, loaded 
the bill with all sorts of unrelat- 
ed riders. 


One of the riders, a bitterly 


fought quota-setting trade meas- 
ure, has drawn the threat of an 
all-out floor effort to kill it. 


Another source of dispute will 


be President Nixon's welfare re- 
form plan. The committee re- 
jected this as an amendment to 
the bill but the administration is 
mounting a big effort to attach 
it on the floor. Conservatives 
promise to resist this. 


Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., 


Finance chairman, said an end 
to committee work on the Social 
Security bill this week could 
start floor debate next Monday. 


But, if Congress 
adjourns 


Dec. 19 as planned, that would 
leave only one week for Senate 
action 
and 
a 
Senate-House 


conference. 


In light of this schedule, many 


senators said they expect the 
bill to be dropped at some point 
next week. Then, they predict, 
an effort will be made to pass 
only the increase in Social Secu- 
rity benefits, perhaps as a rider 
to a bill extending auto and tele- 
phone excise taxes. 


The panel has continued to 


consider 
a 
wide variety of 


amendments in the fields of 
medicare, medicaid, welfare, 
taxes, veterans pensions, trade 
and other subjects.

Alworth Files 
Suit Against 
Chargers 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — All-pro 


receiver Lance Alworth Monday 
filed a $5.6 million suit against 
the San Diego Chargers of the 
National 
Football 
League, 


charging breach of contract, 
violation of state antitrust laws 
and other allegations. 


In his Superior Court suit, Al- 


worth asked that his contract 
with the NFL team be declared 
void and that he be made a 
free agent to negotiate with the 
team of his choice. 


Alworth, in his final year of 


a three-year contract with an 
optional year still to go, con- 
tends he signed a contract for 
$35,000 a year in 1967 for three 
years with a verbal understand- 
ing with Chargers' President 
Eugene Klein that the club 
would provide 100 per cent fi- 
nancial support by way of mort- 
gate, financing and capital to 
build a $1.5-million apartment 
project in Arkansas. 


The 30-year-old Alworth, who 


missed most of the preseason 
because of a contract dispute, 
followed up his Superior Court 
action with a federal court suit 
against the Chargers, the NFL, 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle and 
all NFL teams, charging vio- 
lations of the federal antitrust 
laws. 


The federal suit listed no fig- 


ures regarding damages, indi- 
cating the amount should be 
determined on the basis of what 
Alworth might have 
earned 


in a free and open market.

Texas Tops, 
Porkers Drop 
to Ninth

Associated Press Sports Writer 


Top-ranked Texas widened its 


margin over Ohio State today in 
the wake of that 42-7 pounding 
of Arkansas and Louisiana State 
climbed from eighth to fifth in 
The Associated Press college 
football poll by blasting Missis- 
sippi 61-17. 


The Texas 
Longhorns re- 


ceived 30 first-place votes and 
850 points from a panel of 44 
sports writers and broadcasters 
across the country who partici- 
pated in the last regular season 
poll. The final vote will be taken 
after the bowl games. 


Ohio State, which 
finished 


earlier with a 9-0 record — Tex- 
as is 10-0 — earned 10 first-place 
votes and 
772 points 
while 


third-ranked Nebraska, 10-0-1, 
got two votes for first and 724 
points. Arizona State, up from 
ninth to eighth after edging Ari- 
zona 10-6 for a 10-0 record, re- 
ceived the other two first-place 
votes. 


The national championship, 


which Texas is defending, will 
be decided in the New Year's 
Day bowl games. The Long- 
horns face sixth-ranked Notre 
Dame in the Cotton Bowl, Ohio 
State meets Stanford in the 
Rose Bowl and Nebraska tan- 
gles with LSU in the Orange 
Bowl. 


Tennessee, 
which rose one 


spot to fourth by beating UCLA 
28-17 for a 10-1 mark, plays Air 
Force in the Sugar Bowl and 
conceivably could wind up No. 1 
if the three leaders all go down 
to defeat. 


Michigan remained seventh, 


followed by Arizona State, Ar- 
kansas — down from fourth to 
ninth — and Auburn, which also 
was 10th last week. 


The Second Ten consists of 


Air Force, Stanford, Georgia 
Tech, 
Dartmouth, 
Toledo, 


Southern California, Houston, 
Penn State, Texas Tech and 
Oklahoma. A week ago it was 
Air Force, Stanford, Georgia 
Tech, Toledo, Dartmouth, Mis- 
sissippi, Southern Cal, Penn 
State, Northwestern and Okla- 
homa. 


LSU's mauling of Mississippi

Clay Needs 
15 Rounds 
for Bonavena

NEW YORK (AP) - A mul- 


timillion-dollar dream fight with 
heavyweight champion Joe Fra- 
zier is next. Muhammad Ali has 
completed building the founda- 
tion. 


"All this is a buildup for Fra- 


zier," said Ali, who was a dead- 
tired laborer after laying the 
cornerstone for the richest fight 
in history by stopping Oscar 
Bonavena in the 15th round 
Monday 
night 
in 
Madison 


Square Garden. 


"It was the toughest fight I've 


had," said Ali after he turned 
the boos of a sellout Garden 
crowd into thunder by dramati- 
cally halting the fight with three 
knockdowns of the broad and 
bullish Bonavena in the final 
round. 


There are many who think a 


fight with Frazier could be 
much tougher for the deposed 
heavyweight champ. 


This question likely is to be 


answered in February either in 
the Garden or the Houston As- 
trodome. 


The fight between the two un- 


beatens is talked of in terms of 
contrasting styles, contrasting 
personalities and, in the case of 
promoters, in figures like $7 
million. 


Bonavena supposedly was the 


last block to the Dream Fight 
although 
the U.S. Supreme 


Court could reject All's appeal 
of his conviction of refusing in- 
duction into military service—a 
conviction that carried with it a 
five-year prison term and led to 
the stripping of All's title and 
his banishment from the ring. It 
is not expected to block a Feb- 
ruary Ali-Frazier fight. 


Ali's second fight in six weeks 


and his first in New York since 
he defended his heavyweight ti- 
tle as Cassius Clay, March 22, 
1967, 
drew a crowd of 19,417 


which paid a gross of $615,401. 


With all of the receipts, count- 


ing 
closed-circuit 
television, 


Ali's 42% per cent could come to 
about $750,000. 


But it was not an easy payday 


for Ali, who had 
predicted, 


"He'll be mine in nine." 


Afterward Ali, who weighed 


212 to 204 for Bonavena said, 
"He hurt me twice in the ninth 
round" and added, "It was my 
toughest fight. I can't compare 
him with anyone in strength." 


But the fight did answer one 


question left unanswered when 
he returned 
from 
exile six 


weeks ago by stopping Jerry 
Quarry after three rounds on a 
cut eye. 


The Bonavena fight showed 


Ali still can go a distance. There 
was no doubt he was tired but he 
still had enough left in the final 
round to floor the Argentine 
three times and stop him for the 
first time in a 54-bout career. 


A left hook put 
Bonavena 


down for the first time. Left- 
right 
combinations 
brought 


about the other 
two knock- 


downs, the last one automatical- 
ly ending the fight under the 
three-knockdown rule. 


"There's been a lot of talk 


about ring rust, and coming 
back and having trouble in the 
late rounds," said Ali. "But in 
the late rounds it was my skill 
and stamina that pulled me 
through. 


"I ended up with more stami- 


na than Bonavena and did more 
than Joe Frazier." 


Bonavena fought 25 rounds 


with Frazier, losing a 10-round 
decision in 1966 and losing a 15- 
round verdict in 1968. But Bo- 
navena 
stayed 
on his 
feet 


through both bouts and had Fra- 
zier on the floor twice in the 
first round of the first fight. 


Bonavena later joined the in- 


terview and said in halting Eng- 
lish: 


"Listen, champ, I strong, but 


you the champion. Frazier nev- 
er win you." 


"Tell him to put on his danc- 


ing shoes," said Frazier, who 
watched the fight on closed cir- 
cuit television at 
Monticello 


Raceway in Monticello, N.Y. 


"That was a good round for 


Clay," Frazier, who always re- 
fers to Ali as Cassius Clay, said 
of the last round. "But until the 
15th I had given Oscar every 
round. I thought Clay fought 
dirty, pushing Oscar around and 
everything like that. I'll be 
ready for him." 


It was Bonavena who was 


penalized during the fight. Ref- 
eree Mark Conn took the first 
round away from him for two 
low blows. 


As for the scoring, going into 


the dramatic 15th, Conn had it 
12 rounds to two in favor of Ali.

Meany said Burns "wants to 
roll America back to the 19th 
Century and its economic 'trick- 
le down' theory." 


"Dr. Burns' prescription is 


the wrong medicine for the 
wrong patient at the wrong 
time," Meany said. "His last 
game plan for the administra- 
tion put America into the cur- 
rent recession. His new game 
plan would worsen it." 


Although the Fed is an inde- 


pendent agency, Burns and Nix- 
on frequently confer on econom- 
ic strategy. But there was no in- 
dication the White House had 
seen Burns' speech, made in 
Los Angeles. 


Last Friday, Nixon announced 


plans to increase oil production 
to try to roll back a 25-cent per 
barrel increase in crude oil 
prices, warned business and la- 
bor not to bet on future infla- 
tion, and called for reform of la- 
bor's bargaining in the con- 
struction industry.

DETROIT (AP) — Bargainers 


for the United Auto Workers 
have recommended to the un- 
ion's Ford Council a tentative 
contract agreement with the 
Ford Motor Co. 


The 200-member council was 


called to a session today to de- 
cide whether the pact should be 
submitted to the No. 2 automak- 
er's 166,000 UAW members for a 
ratification vote. 


The agreement was reached 


Monday afternoon following a 
28-hour bargaining session. 


The council was expected to 


endorse the proposed contract, 
which then must be approved by 
majorities of skilled and un- 
skilled workers voting separate- 
ly in 99 Ford-UAW bargaining 
units. 


Details of the agreement were 


withheld pending the council 
meeting but it was understood 
that it followed closely the pact 
reached last month by the UAW 
and General Motors Corp. after 
a 67-day strike.

immediately 
raised 
average 


hourly wages from $4.02 to $4.53 
and by its third year is expected 
to raise wages to over $5. 


The GM pact also provides for 


unlimited cost-of-living wage in- 
creases, retirement 
after 30

ly pension at age 58 and other 
imnroved benefits. 


A major issue stalling Ford 


negotiations in their later hours 
sources said, was the retroactiv- 
ity of wage increases.

NEW YORK (AP) — "We are 


all the good Lord's property," 
said Joe Hydrusko, 51, who won 
a Navy Cross for heroism at 
Pearl Harbor. "He can help us, 
hurt us, or take us at His own 
will." 


The most memorable hours of 


his life began for Hydrusko 
when the Japanese 
attacked 


American military bases at 
Honolulu 29 years ago Monday 
morning. 


Joe, then the Navy's light 


heavyweight boxing champion 
in the Southwest Pacific, was 
painting a gig on a hospital 
ship, the Solace, when the ene- 
my struck. He immediately 
asked and received permission 
to take a motor launch and pick 
up casualties. 


"It was a nightmare then—it's 


more like a fading dream now," 
he said. 


"We first picked up one boat- 


load from the battleship Nevada 
and two boatloads from the bat- 
tleship 
West 
Virginia 
and 


brought them to the hospital 
ship. 


"Most of them were burned 


from the waist up and some had 
bubbles dripping from their noses 
from lung burns. I went at top 
speed, and some of the men 
cursed me because the wind 
made their raw skin hurt almost 
unbearably." 


Hydrusko and other volun- 


teers then sped to the battleship 
Oklahoma. 


"It had been hit by six tor- 


pedoes, capsized and turned tur- 
tle in 12 minutes. We could hear 
tapping sounds by some of the 
420 men trapped inside her. 
They were like flies caught un- 


der a big glass." 


With the aid of Julio De Cas- 


tro, a civilian Navy yard worker 
now retired and living in Hono- 
lulu, Joe set about trying to res- 
cue as many of his fellow sai- 
lors as possible. 


Guided to survivors by their 


tapping sounds, Joe and De Cas- 
tro cut through metal protective 
blisters on the ship's hull to 
reach small groups of the 
trapped men. 


"Julio cut through the ship's 


hull with an air hammer," said 
Joe, "I crawled in and pulled 
out the survivors. Most of them 
were naked. They had used 
their clothing to stop leaks. 


"Sometimes 
the 
tapping 


stopped while we were trying to 
get to the men. They had died— 
either by drowning or from the 
fumes of burning cork-lined 
bulkheads. 


"There were a lot of brave 


boys there. In a split second we 
had been turned from playboys 
into angry men of war," 


Hydrusko, the son of Polish 


immigrants, retired from the 
Navy as a chief bosun's mate in 
1945. After working as a tele- 
phone lineman and repairman, 
Joe and his wife, Helen, bought 
a restaurant in Massapequa on 
Long Island. 


It has prospered, and Joe's 


hobbies are flying airplanes and 
racing sport cars. His license 
number is "S-O-S—7," in memo- 
ry of Pearl Harbor. 


"My experiences there taught 


me to try to pack every day of 
*ny life with happiness 
and 


pleasure," he said. "You should 
make use of your prime now, 
because it won't be there."

A union leader said the 


walkout will be called even if 
Congress grants President Nix- 
on's request for a 45-day delay. 


"We must strike," said Presi- 


dent C.L. Dennis of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Clerks, largest 
of four AFL-CIO unions repre- 
senting nearly 500,000 workers 
in the wage dispute. 


Dennis said his union is ready 


to risk jail terms, fines and pub- 
lic pressure to win its demands. 


Dennis spoke after a late- 


night bargaining session called 
by the Labor Department failed 
to produce an agreement or a 
voluntary postponement. 


Nixon, in asking Congress to 


require a postponement, said a 
strike would impose a hardship 
on the American people. 


"I urge that Congress act 


quickly on my proposal," Nixon 
said, "so that a crippling stop- 
page can be averted, and so 
that the nation's travelers and 
shippers can depend on uninter- 
rupted service." 


He said if Congress orders an 


extension of bargaining time 
and no settlement is reached by 
Jan. 23, he will make new re- 
commendations to the lawmak- 
ers. 


Dennis said the union-mem- 


bers had waited more than a 
year since their last pay raise 
and had no patience for further 
delay. The dispute has dragged 
out nearly a year under delay- 
ing provisions.-of the law and.
